NOTE 1 - ORGANIZATION

Microtrade Networks, Inc. (the Company) is a registered broker-dealer incorporated under the
laws of the State of California. As of April 1, 2011 the Company moved to Las Vegas Nevada
and maintains only office there. The Company operates pursuant to the (k) (2) (ii) exemptive
provision of the SEC Rule 15¢3-3 and does not hold customer funds or securities. The
Company was incorporated in April 27, 1997, and became a member of the NASD June 8,
1998. The NASD and NYSE Member Regulation consolidated in 2007 to form the Financial
Industry Regulatory Agency (“FINRA”).

NOTE 2 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Basis of Presentation -- The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally
accepted accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that
affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and
liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues and
expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

Property, Equipment and Depreciation - Property and equipment are carried at cost.
Depreciation is calculated on the straight-line method over estimated economic lives which are
generally five years.

Income taxes - Income taxes are provided based on earnings reported for financial statement
purposes. In accordance with FASB ASC 740, the asset and liability method requires the
recognition of deferred tax liabilities and assets for the expected future tax consequences of
temporary differences between tax basis and financial reporting basis of assets and liabilities.
The State of Nevada does not have an income tax.

Recent Accounting Pronouncements -- The Financial Accounting Standards Board (“FASB”)
implemented the FASB Accounting Standards Codification (Codification) effective July 1,
2009. The Codification has become the source of authoritative Generally Accepted Accounting
Principles (“GAAP”) recognized by FASB to be applied to nongovernmental entities. On the
effective date of the Codification, the Codification superseded all then existing accounting and
reporting standards. All other non-grand-fathered accounting literature not included in the
FASB Codification has become non-authoritative. References to GAAP included in the FASB
Codification are noted as Accounting Standards Codification (“ASC”).

Following the effective date of the Codification, FASB will not release new standards in the
form of Statements, FASB Staff Positions, or Emerging Issues Task Force Contracts, but
instead will issue Accounting Standards Updates. Updates will not be considered authoritative
in their own right, but will serve only to update the Codification, provide background
information about the guidance in the Codification, and provide the basis for the changes in the
Codification.

NOTE 2 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES - Continued

Recent Accounting Pronouncements - continued — For the year ending December 31, 2011,
various accounting pronouncements or interpretations by the FASB were either newly issued or
had effective implementation dates that would require their provisions to be related in the
financial statement for the year then ended. The Company has reviewed the following
Statements of Financial Accounting Standards (“SFAS”)/ASC topics for the year to determine
relevance to the Company’s operations.

The Company has either evaluated or is currently evaluating the implications, if any, of each of
these pronouncements and the possible impact they may have on the Company’s financial
statements. In most cases, management has determined that the pronouncement has either
limited or no application to the Company and, in all cases, implementation would not have a
material impact on the financial statements taken as a whole.

NOTE 3 - NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENT

The Company is subject to a $5,000 minimum capital requirement under SEC Rule 15¢3-1,
which also requires that the ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital shall not exceed 15
to 1. See page 9 for the computation of net capital requirements

NOTE 4 - INCOME TAXES

The Company has a Federal net operating loss (NOL) of approximately $42,000 expiring at
various dates through 2030.

NOTE 5 - CONCENTRATION OF CREDIT RISK

The Company is responsible for execution, collection and payment of funds, and receipt and
delivery of securities relative to customers’ transactions. Due to the possibility that the
customers may charge any losses it incurs to the Company the Company seeks to minimize this
risk through procedures designed to monitor the credit worthiness of its customers and to ensure
that customer transactions are executed properly.

1. Making quarterly securities examinations, counts, verifications, and comparisons and recordation
of differences required by Rule 17a-13

2. Complying with the requirements for prompt payment for securities under Section 8 of Federal
Reserve Regulation T of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System

The management of the Company is responsible for establishing and maintaining internal control
and the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding paragraph. In fulfilling this
responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits
and related costs of controls and of the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding
paragraph and to assess whether those practices and procedures can be expected to achieve the SEC's
previously mentioned objectives. Two of the objectives of internal control and the practices and
procedures are to provide management with reasonable but not absolute assurance that assets for
which the Company has responsibility are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or
disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and
recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally
accepted accounting principles.
